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Trasker agrees to a monetary penalty of $100.00 for the violation
contained in Count 1, and $500.00 for the violation contained in Count 2
as well as $150.00 in Board costs for a total of $750.00.

(Count 2) of the Board’s 2003 regulations. The motion passed
unanimously. Members voting “Yes’ were Brown, Childress, Clark,
Clarke, Daniels, Gaeser, Leon, and Taylor.

A motion was made by Ms. Clark and seconded by Ms. Childress to reject
the recommendation contained in the Summary of the Informa Fact-
Finding Conference and instead impose a monetary penalty of $1,000.00
for the violation of Count 1, due to the serious nature of the violation. In
addition, the Board imposes revocation of Mr. Bannister’s license for the
violation of Count 1. The motion passed unanimously. Members voting
